Equalizing Pay of Soldiers.—Mr.

The teams crowded onward, and the mus- 
ketry began to rattle faster through the woods. 
The heavy artillery, armed as infantry, were 
presently put into position, and formed a line 
of battle, first in the roads, then in the woods 
toward the enemy, who soon engaged them. 
Our heavy artillery are raw troops, unused to 
field service, and should not have been em- 
ployed alone at sucha time, but they were 

convenient and available in such an 
emergency. 

Our loss in killed and wounded can hardly 
fall short of 1,000. The enemy came in and

The movement of Gen. Grant has thus far 
been accomplished without any serious inter- 
ruption.

It is now stated that our losses in the recent 
battles, which have been estimated at 20,000, 
have been much exaggerated. The enemy, 
while endeavoring to persuade themselves 
that they have not suffered defeat, acknow- 
ledge a loss of 20,000 men, and 20 guns. It is 
believed that Gen. Lee has received reinforce- 
ments. His army, however, is said to be on 
quarter ratious, and prisoners recently taken 
say that the rank and file are heartily sick of 
the war, and ready to make peace on any 
terms. Our army is in good spirits, and confi- 
dent of success. 

Gen, Butler has been obliged to fall back to 
his intrenchments near City Point. The rebel 
forces in that vicinity were stronger than had 
been supposed. Considerable fighting has oc- 
curred, but (en. Butler is determined to hold 
his position at his line of intrenchments which 
defends the Bermuda Ilundred peninsula. We 
give the official summary of his movements. 
Under date Tuesday May 17th, Secretary Stan- 
ton reports: . 

Dispatches from Gen. Butler, just received 
report the success of his expedition under Gen. 
Kautz, to cut the Danville road and destroy the 
iron bridge across the Appomattox. 

On Monday morning the enemy in force un- 
der cover of a thick fog, made an attack upon 
Smith’s line, and forced it back in some confu- 
sion, and with considerable loss. 

But as soon as the fog lifted Gen. Smith re- 
established his lines, and the enemy was driven 
back to his original lines. 

At the same time the enemy made an attack 
from Petersburg on Gen. Butler’s forces guard- 
ing the rear, but were handsomely respuised. 

The troops having been on incessant duty for | 
five days, three of which were in a rain storm, 
Gen. Butler retired leisurely within his own 
lines. 

We hold the railroad between Petersburg 
and Richmond. 

Prisoners state that Bragg and Davis were 
present on the field. 

Under date Saturday the 2lst, Secretary 
Stanton says, 

Dispatches from Gen. Butler, dated at 10 
o'clock last night, report that he had “ been 
fighting all day, the enemy endeavoring to 
close in our lines. We shall hold on. Have 
captured the Rebel General Walker of the 
Texas troops.” 

This is all the official intelligence which has 
appeared. Army correspondents give some 
further particulars, but their accounts do not 
entirely harmonize excepting in the main fea- 
tures as already recorded. 


Other movements in Virginia.— 
Gen. Sigel’s expedition west of the Blue Ridge, 
the object of which was to complete the isola- 
tion of Gen. Lee’s army has proved unsuccess- 
ful. He met the enemy in strong force at New- 
market on the 15th, and after a severe fight 
was obliged to withdraw. Secretary Stanton 
thus reports the affair : 

Dispatches from Gen. Sigel received this 
evening report that on Sunday he fought the 
forces on Echols and Imboden, under Breckin- 
ridge, at Newmarket. 

The enemy's forces were superior in number, 
and he gradually withdrew from the battle- 
field and recrossed the Shenandoah, having 
lost five pieces of artillery, about 600 killed 
and wounded, and 50 prisoners, but bringing 
off all bis train and all the wounded that could 
be transported from the battle-field. 

Iie states that in consequence of the long 
line and the trains that had to be guarded, he 
could not bring more than six regiments into 
the fight beside the artillery and cavalry, and 
that the enemy had about 7,000 infantry, be- 
side other arms; that his retrogade movement 
to Strasburg was cffected in perfect order with- 
out any loss of material cr men. 

Ile gives no list of casualties, but Lieut.-Col. 
Lincoln, of the 4th Massachusetts, is reported 
to be wounded and captured.

Here are some suggestions made with a 
view to lighten the load of farmers wives, 


the propriety, the wisdom and the advan- | 


tage of which cannot fail to be impressed on 
every intelligent man. 

1. A timely supply of all that is needed 
about a farmer’s house and family is of in- 
ealealable importance ; and when it is con- 
sidered that most of these things will cost 
less to get them in season, and also thata 
great deal of unnecessary labor can be avoid- 
ed by so doing, it would seem only necessary 
to brine the fact distinetly before the farm- 
crs mind, to secure an immediate, and habit- 
tial, and a lifedong attention. The work ne- 
cessary to keep a whole househcld in easy 
running order is very largely curtailed by 
having everything provided in time, and by 
taking advantave of those little domestie im- 
provements devised by busy brains, and 
which are brought to notice in the columns 
of our agricultural papers. 

2. It requires less labor and time to have 
the winter’s wood for house-heating and 
cooking cut up aud piled under a shed or in 
the wood house for the whole year, than to 
putit off until the last moment, when per- 
haps it is saturated with water, or still worse, 
to compel the women to use green wood,and 
perhaps to cut and split it themselves.
